Health Care’s Critical Moment 


Obama prepares key speeeh with reform plan in jeopardy 


WASHINGTON I Americans would be fined 
up to $3,800 for failing to buy health insur- 
ance under a plan that circulated in Con- 
gress on Tuesday as President Obama met 
with Democratic leaders to search for ways 
to salvage his health care overhaul. 

In advance of what Obama hopes will 
be a game-changing speech to lawmakers, 
the one idea that most appeals to the Dem- 
ocrats’ liberal base — a government-run 


plan — lost ground in Congress. 

After a month of contentious forums, 
Americans were seeking specifics from the 
president in his speech to a joint session 
of Congress on Wednesday night. So were 
his fellow Democrats, divided on how best 
to solve the problem of the nation’s nearly 
50 million uninsured. 

The latest proposal: a bipartisan compro- 
mise that Sen. Max Baucus, D-Mont., a mod- 


erate who heads the influential Finance Com- 
mittee, was tr 5 dng to broker. Baucus, meeting 
with a small group of fellow senators, promot- 
ed a plan that would guarantee coverage for 
nearly all Americans at a cost to taxpayers of 
less than $900 billion over 10 years. 

Democratic leaders put on a bold front 
as they left the White House after their 
meeting with the president. “We’re re- ener- 
gized; we’re ready to do health care reform,” 
said Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid of

There Is No Excuse for Not Trying’ 


President challenges 
nation s youth to take 
education seriously 

ARLINGTON, VA. | In a pep talk that 
kept clear of politics. President 
Obama on Tuesday challenged the 
nation’s students to take pride in 
their education — and stick with 
it even if they don’t like every class 
or must overcome tough circum- 
stances at home. 

“Every single one of you has 
something that you’re good at. 
Every single one of you has some- 
thing to offer,” Obama told stu- 
dents at Wakefield High School 
in Arlington, Va., and children 
watching his speech on television 
in schools across the country. “And 
you have a responsibility to your- 
self to discover what that is.” 

Presidents often visit schools, 
and Obama was not the first one 
to offer a back-to -school address 
aimed at millions of students in 
every grade. 

Yet this one was doused with 
controversy from the beginning, 
as several conservative organiza- 
tions and many concerned par-

ents warned Obama was trying 
to sell his political agenda. That 
concern was caused in part by an 
accompanying administration 
lesson plan encouraging students 
to “help the president,” which the 
White House later revised and 
Education Secretary Arne Dun- 
can eventually acknowledged was 
wrongheaded. 

School districts in some areas 
decided not to provide their stu- 
dents access to the speech. 

Obama preceded his broad- 
scale talk by meeting with about 
40 Wakefield students in a school 
library, where at one point he 
advised them to “be careful what 
you post on Eacebook. Whatever 
you do, it will be pulled up again 
later somewhere in your life.” 

The White House released 
the text of his speech a day early 
so school officials and parents 
could evaluate it before it was 
delivered. 

“There is no excuse for not try- 
ing” he said. “The truth is, being 
successful is hard. You won’t love 
every subject that you study. You 
won’t click with every teacher that

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Hungry Bears Descend on Aspen

ASPEN, COLO. I It’s nearly 2 a.m, 
and authorities have found the sus- 
pect in a string of break-ins into 
multimillion- dollar homes. His 
nose led him right to their trap — a 
cage filled with barbecue-scented 
cantaloupe and peaches. 

It’s a 550-poundblackbear, and 
it nearly fills the entire cage wild- 
life officers set for him in the drive- 
way of one of the homes. The bear 
starts huffing — a warning to give 
it some space. Within a few hours 
the bear will be dead because offi- 


cers think he has become too bold 
and too dangerous. 

The bear is one of nine killed 
by wildlife officers in Aspen and 


surrounding Pitkin County so far 
this summer as some bears have 
become more aggressive in looking 
for food. One recently broke into a

home through locked French doors 
and clawed a woman. Last week, 
a bear bit or scratched a woman 
as she slept on her deck. 

Aspen police responded to 
about 200 bear sightings and 
run-ins with people across town 
in August, up from 16 last August, 
chief Richard Pryor said. 

Wildlife officials say plentiful 
rainfall this year has damaged some 
of the bears’ main natural food 


source — berries — sending them 
scavenging for food in this wealthy 
ski town. But bears are also finding 
that they don’t need to go foraging 
in the woods, since they are becom- 
ing so adept at opening locked trash 
bins or prying open windows and 
raiding the fridge. 

Not all of them are breaking 
into houses, though. In nearby 
Snowmass Village, a bear got 
caught at the bottom of a skate 
park and climbed out after work- 
ers lowered a ladder. 

Officials are worried that the 
problem will get worse because 
there’s still another two months 
before winter, said Randy Hamp- 
ton, spokesman for the Colorado 
Division of Wildlife. As the nights 
grow colder, they’ll start to eat even 
more food to prepare for hiberna- 
tion.

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U.S. Grocery Bills 
Are Set to Shrink 


Declining ingredient 
prices will soon be 
reflected in food costs 

BUSINESS I Grocery shoppers are 
finally seeing some reprieve from 
last year’s steep price increases. 

It’s welcome relief for Ameri- 
cans who are looking to save money 
as they cope with stagnant incomes 
and economic uncertainty. 

A Labor Department price 
index of food sold to be eaten at 
home fell for the seventh time in 
eight months in July. The index, 
which is part of the Consumer Price 
Index, fell 0.5 percent in the most 
recent month and is down 0.9 per- 
cent in the past 12 months. 

Still, that doesn’t make up for 
the surge in food prices from last 
year, when costs for ingredients 
such as wheat and corn, and fuel 
costs for transportation soared to 
record highs. CPI’s food-at-home 
index finished last year up 6.7 per- 
cent, so the less-than 1 percent drop 
so far in 2009 doesn’t erase that. 



A Labor Department index that tracks 
the cost of food fell 0.5 percent in July. 


But ingredient costs for major 
food makers are down about 28 per- 
cent on average as of Sept. 1, from 
the same time last year, according 
to Jonathan Feeney, food analyst for 
Janney Montgomery Scott. 

That means the food industry 
now has room to give back some 
of those price hikes — and feed 
the frugal consumer who is using 
more coupons, buying more store 
brands and switching to discount- 
ers to stretch a budget, (ap)

Palestinian protests 
prevent schools from 
teaching Holocaust 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Gaza stu- 
dents won’t learn about the Holo- 
caust this year. 

Protests by Palestinians have 
disrupted plans to introduce infor- 
mation about the Nazi genocide of 
6 million Jews into the curriculum 
in United Nations schools. 

The dispute touches on one of 
the largest psychological barriers 
dividing Arabs and Jews: Arabs 
see the Holocaust as an excuse for 
Israel’s creation, and Jews see Arab 
Holocaust denial as a rejection of 
Israel’s right to exist. 

The uproar has left the U.N. 
Relief and Works Agency, which 
runs 221 of more than 600 prima- 
ry and secondary schools in Gaza, 
caught between the territory’s 
Hamas leaders — some of them 
ardent Holocaust deniers — and 
outraged Jewish groups. 

Some in Hamas accused the 
U.N. agency of trying to generate 
sympathy for Israel and conspiring 
against the Palestinians. Jewish 
activists demanded to know why 
the subject of the genocide wasn’t 
part of the human rights syllabus 
in the first place. 

“Now we are being bashed from 
all quarters,” said the agency’s chief 
in Gaza, John Ging. karin laub (ap) 


NATO Admits Kunduz Casualties 



Canada to lead probe 
into strike that killed 
dozens of Afghans 

KABUL I Four U.S. troops died 
Tuesday in a militant attack in 
eastern Afghanistan, and NATO 
forces acknowledged for the first 
time that civilians were among 
the dozens killed in an airstrike 
on two hijacked fuel trucks. 

Top NATO and U.S. com- 
mander Gen. Stanley McChrystal 
appointed a Canadian major gen- 
eral to lead an investigation into 
Friday’s strike on the fuel tankers 
in northern Kunduz province. An 
Afghan official appointed by Pres- 
ident Hamid Karzai to examine 
the attack said his best estimate 
of the death toll was 82, including 
at least 45 armed militants. 

Also Tuesday, McChrystal 
banned the sale of alcohol at the 
military alliance’s Kabul head- 
quarters after becoming frustrat- 
ed when he had trouble getting in 
touch with some of his staff after 
the attack in Kunduz, said Capt. 
Elizabeth Mathias, a U.S. military 
spokeswoman. 

Mathias said four American 
troops were killed in “a complex 


attack” in Afghanistan’s Kunar 
province but did not give details. 

McClatchy Co. newspapers 
reported four U.S. Marines died 
in an ambush by insurgents. Seven 
Afghan troops and an interpreter 
also were killed in the attack and 
hours-long battle that followed, 
McClatchy ’s Jonathan S. Landay 
reported. He said the fighting took 


place after U.S. and Afghan forces 
were asked to a meeting with local 
elders near the village of Gangigal, 
near the Pakistani border. 

Fighting has intensified since 
President Obama ordered 21,000 
more troops to Afghanistan this

The separate announcements 
from the complaints commission, 
which is dominated by UN.-ap-

The image of a crooked Afghan 
president rigging the vote threat- 
ens to discredit the entire U.S.-led 
mission here at a time when NATO 
casualties are mounting. 

“The perception of fraud will 
shorten the length of time that one 
can expect foreign support,” said 
Ronald E. Neumann, a former U.S.

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Mexico Shake-Up Draws Criticism 


Nominee for AG was 
mired in controversy 
as border state official 

MEXICO CITY I With a new attor- 
ney general, Mexican President 
Felipe Calderon is trying to get 
even tougher on drug cartels and 
those who protect them. 

But critics say he tapped the 
wrong man for the job: Arturo 
Chavez was mired in controversy 
as attorney general of a border state 
where corruption ran rampant and 
hundreds of women were raped and 


murdered with impunity. 

In nominating Chavez, Calde- 
ron clearly sided with Mexico’s top 
law enforcer. Public Safety Secre- 
tary Genaro Garcia Luna, in an 
increasingly bitter rivalry with out- 
going Attorney General Eduardo 
Medina-Mora. Chavez and Garcia 
Luna are allies from the same fac- 
tion of the ruling party. 

While Medina-Mora focused 
on restructuring Mexico’s justice 
system, Garcia Luna won praise 
for carrying out the bulk of the 
80,000 drug arrests since Calde- 
ron took office in 2006. He over-

sees thousands of federal police 
working alongside soldiers in the 
country’s drug hot spots.

There has also been discon- 
tent among the armed forces, which 
want more action against politi- 
cians who protect cartels. 

“It’s one thing to go after capos, 
but behind the capos are those

The separate attacks in Bagh- 
dad and in northern Iraq showed 
the dangers still facing U.S. troops 
as they drastically scale back their 
presence and prepare for a full 
withdrawal by the end of 2011. 

The monthly U.S. death toll has 
declined sharply this year, falling 
into single digits for the first time, 
with American troops shifting to a 
mainly support and training role 
in line with a security pact that 
took effect on Jan. 1.

Cleveland Park area 
littered with empty 
storefronts as of late 

Dead leaves have begun to collect 
outside the locked storefront where 
some of Washington’s wealthi- 
est residents once got their daily 
caffeine fix. The Starbucks sign 
came down three months ago. The 
green-umbrella sidewalk tables 
are gone. 

Next door, the upscale furni- 
ture consignment store has moved 
out. At Supercuts one door down, 
two signs announce “We’re closing 
soon!” Up Connecticut Avenue, an 
ice cream parlor is “closed until 
further notice,” and a tailor warns 
customers to pick up their orders 
soon. After 23 years, a sign on the 
door says the shop is “closing for 
good” Sept. 15. 

The number of empty and soon- 
to-be-vacant storefronts — one in 
six — in this three-block stretch 
is lighting up local blogs and the 
Cleveland Park listserv: How did 
one of Washington’s most afflu- 
ent and stable neighborhoods fall 
on hard times? (“It’s official,” one 
blogger recently declared. “Cleve- 


land Park is dead.”) How will the 
historic neighborhood rebound? 

“I’m very concerned,” said D.C. 
Council member Mary M, Cheh, 
D-Ward 3, who lived in Cleveland 
Park in the 1980s before moving to 
nearby Forest Hills. Calling Star- 
bucks’ June departure particularly 
“disturbing,” Cheh said, “You can’t 
even maintain a coffee shop in 
Cleveland Park? Come on. That’s

Band” has produced more buzz 
than any video game since the 
last “Grand Theft Auto.” When 
Paul McCartney and Ringo Starr 
took the stage at Microsoft’s Xbox 
press conference at E3 this sum- 
mer, they were greeted with a 
standing ovation. 

Gamers, then, already know 
and love the Eab Eour, so the idea 
that “The Beatles: Rock Band” 
will introduce their music to a 
new audience is nonsense. A more 
important question: Will the more 
technophobic members of the 
Beatles’ massive fan base finally 
be motivated to pick up a game 
controller? 

The $250 Beatles premium 
bundle includes all the gear you 
need, but you can use instruments 
from previous “Rock Band” or 
“Guitar Hero” games. And if you 
have a few extra microphones, you 
can reproduce the band’s three- 
part harmony. 

The game play is intuitive 
enough that just about anyone 
can join in, and the use of Beatles 
songs this time around makes it 
even more accessible. However, 
with only 45 tracks, not all of your 
favorites are here (no “Yesterday” 
or “Strawberry Eields Eorever”). 
There are more tunes on the way, 
and before the end of the year. 


you’ll be able to download “Abbey 
Road,” “Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely 
Hearts Club Band” and “Rubber 
Soul” in their entirety. 

The initial track list, drawn 
from all the Beatles’ studio albums, 
smartly follows the arc of the 
band’s career. It begins with “I 
Saw Her Standing There” at the 
Cavern Club in Liverpool, Eng- 
land (the band first played a lunch- 
time session at the club in 1961), 
followed by gigs on “The Ed Sul- 
livan Show.”

(She’s So Heavy),” you get a musi- 
cal outline of the band from its 
peak to its disintegration. 

Without any concert footage 
to work from, the Harmonix ani- 
mators illustrate the studio years 
with hallucinatory “dreamscapes.”

Rag dolls mired in a 
post-apocalyptic mess 
intrigue and delight 
in Shane Acker’s ‘9’ 

F I L M I Despite their rough-hewn 
appearance, the resourceful rag 
dolls in “9” obviously were craft- 
ed with great love and care, both 
by the scientist who made them 
in the film and the mastermind 
behind them in real life, director 
Shane Acker, 

If only as much complex 
thought had gone into the script. 

The animation is so breath- 
taking in its originality, so weird 
and wondrous in its detail, you 
wish there were more meat to 
the screenplay from Pamela Pet- 
tier, who previously wrote “Mon- 
ster House.” 

Based on Acker’s animated 
short of the same name, which 
was nominated for an Oscar in 


2006, “9” follows a group of crea- 
tures who represent the last ves- 
tige of humanity in a post-apoc- 
alyptic world.

Will Phish-heads take 
notice? 

Months will 
pass, live versions of these tracks 
will integrate into the two-plus- 
hour sets, and no matter what fans 


think now, jubilation will eventu- 
ally erupt with the first strains of 
“Backwards Down the Number 
Line,” “Light,” “Sugar Shack” and 
“Time Turns Elastic,” four tunes 
off of “Joy” that stand out here as 
potential monsters in the Phish 
canon. 

As a whole, “Joy” is grounded, 
unfussy and songwriting- driven. 
This album is remarkable for its 
clarity and focus; through mul- 
tiple listens, individual instru- 
ments shine within the intricate 
weave, a credit to producer Steve 
Lilly white. 

Instead, they crackle with 
an in-the-room presence, like 
the propulsive “Light,” a whirl- 
ing, ecstatic bliss-out, at once a 
driving rocker in the vein of the 
Who (circa “Quadrophenia”) — 
and vehicle for the most blind- 
ingly brilliant notes of vocal har- 
mony that Phish has ever sung.

M U S I C I It’s tough for hip-hop stars 
to age well. Once they become 
celebrities living in mansions and 
starring in family movies, street 
cred is usually the first thing to go. 
Just ask Ice Cube. Longevity just 
wasn’t built into the hip-hop life- 
style, with its premium on youth- 
ful swagger, street tales and fast 
turnover. 

But Jay-Z, who turns 40 in 
December, asserts that he’s the 
exception on his 11th studio album, 
“The Blueprint 3” (Roc Nation), 
which he rush-released Tues- 
day after it leaked online. “I’m a 
multimillionaire, so how is it I’m 
still the hardest [thug] here?” he 
announces on “D.O.A. (Death of 
Auto-Tune).” 

The album aims to show every- 
one he still has wicked skills on the 
mic. It does, even as it illustrates 
that sometimes he coasts on his 
celebrity. Hubris reigns. He’s the 
king of New York, able to com- 


mand cameos from Rihanna and 
Alicia Keys on “Run This Town” 
and “New York State of Mind,” 
respectively. These tracks are 
the sound of Jay-Z cruising for 
pop hits. But there’s no justify- 
ing “Forever Young,” with a vocal 
hook sung by Mr Hudson; it’s the 
kind of mush that suggests there 
might be something true to those 
rumors Jay-Z has gone soft.

BOOK I The latest book by novel- 
ist Sue Monk Kidd gives her fans 
a window into the creation other 
popular best-seller, “The Secret 
Life of Bees,” and into the deepen- 
ing relationship with her daughter, 
who helped write the memoir, 
“Traveling With Pomegranates” 


features Kidd and first-time author 
Ann Kidd Taylor alternating chap- 
ters as they tell of loss and discov- 
ery, myth and the relationship 
between mothers and daughters. 
The book, published by Viking, an 
imprint of Penguin Group (USA), 
came out Tuesday. 

Subtitled “A Mother-Daughter 
Story,” Kidd tells of a woman deal- 
ing with the changes and loss of 
turning 50 — a woman with a deep 
desire to become a novelist and who 


incubates a story about a white 
Southern girl who runs away to live 
with three black beekeepers. 

Taylor writes of finding her 
place after graduating from col- 
lege and suffering the breakup of 
a long-term relationship. 

The writers set their memoir 
against the backdrop of travels 
to France, Greece and Turkey 
between 1998 and 2000 in what 
becomes a journey of discovery, 
“It’s a story of coming into age 


of a young woman, but it’s also my 
story of crossing over into being an 
older women,” Kidd says. “They are 
so different, but in a lot of ways 
they are the same because you’re 
having to deal with feelings of 
loss. You also hope the reader will 
take away something about the 
experience between mother and 
daughter, which is probably the 
most complex, emotionally intense 
and enduring relationship you can 
have.”

When is the best time to go to 
New Orleans? Is it expensive? 

I wouldn’t go to New Orleans in the 
summer, but I’d go any other time.

I don’t neces- 
sarily mind the cost as long as it’s 
fairly hassle-free. 

I’m not sure where your hotel is, 
but assuming it’s in central Lon- 
don, you’d be better off taking the 
fantastic Heathrow Express right 
into Paddington station and then 
going from there, either by subway 
or (indeed, pricey!) cab. 

I’m thinking of going to Niagara 
Falls (the Ontario side) next Feb- 
ruary for Presidents Day. I know 
it’ll be cold, but are the falls still 
spectacular, or are they frozen? 
The falls rarely freeze (only under 
freak circumstances), though ice 
does form. However, the Maid of 
the Mist stops running in October, 
and other attractions also close for 
the winter.

Cycle, stroll or ride 
your way through a 
striking Spanish city 

DESTINATIONS I By metro, tram, 
bus, bike, car or foot, taking in 
the streetscapes, panoramas and 
often-startling architecture of Bar- 
celona can make for a full itinerary. 
But while you’re here, you’ll also 
want to check out what’s inside — 
art, history and, of course, tapas 
and wine. 

Start with an overview of 
what awaits you by taking a cable 
car from the top of Montjuic, a 
700-foot hill, down to the port. 
The trip provides spectacular 
panoramic views of the city and 
the Mediterranean Sea. 

Or opt for the less imposing but 
equally enjoyable cable car ride up 
to the top of Montjuic from the 
city. It can be reached by metro 
to a funicular that connects to it. 

It is on Montjuic that tourists 
congregate on the steps of the 
National Museum of Art of Cat- 
alonia for yet another bird’s-eye 
view of the Barcelona area. 

Nearby are the Olympic Stadi- 
um (originally built for the 1929 
Great Exhibition and refurbished 
for the 1992 games), gardens, the

Spanish village, a Miro museum, 
and, at the top, the 18th-century 
Castell de Montjuic fortress. 

Choices are numerous for get- 
ting around. Barcelona residents 
are encouraged to use bicycles, and 
the city has set up a system whereby 
they can pay a fee for access to bike 
racks throughout the city, pick one 


up and drop it off elsewhere. As one 
local put it with understated pride: 
“It’s really very nice.” Visitors can 
rent them, too. 

But walking may be the most 
enjoyable of all for the tourist. This 
is a spacious city, with wide avenues 
flanked, in many areas, by narrow

Roasted Curried 
Cauliflower,

INGREDIENTS: 

X cup vegetable oil 

1 tbsp black mustard seeds 
^ 2tbsp curry powder 

^ 1 tbsp grated fresh ginger 
^ 1 tbsp minced garlic 
^ 1 tbsp sugar 
->2tsp coarse salt 
^ >^tspfreshly ground black pepper 
->1 onion, peeled and quartered 

2 heads cauliflower, cut into florets

In another life, Leslie Forte might 
have cooked for a living, “I worked 
in catering when I was in college, 
and I would probably do it today if 
the hours weren’t painfully awful,” 
she says. 

Instead, Forte uses her culi- 
nary skills as a member of two 
cooking clubs, one a small group 
of couples and the other made up 
of about two dozen moms from the 
Reston/Herndon/Vienna area. 
“I love to try new recipes,” says 
the 3 6 -year- old mother of three 
and IT director for the Howard 
Hughes Medical Institute. “But 
you never know if they’re going to 
be a flop or not. It’s nice to go to 
the club and have 20 other recipes 
people have tried out for you.” 

Thanks to the Food Network 
and magazines such as Cooking 
Light, lots of amateur chefs have 
been encouraged to sharpen their 
knives, break out their cookbooks, 
and try recipes both simple and 
complex. And many of them have 
banded together to form cook- 
ing or supper clubs like Forte’s, 
which might have specific culi- 
nary focuses (Italian food, low-fat 
dishes) or may just be a group of 
friends who want to swap recipes 
and socialize. 

Authors and cooking club 
members Dina Guillen and 
Michelle Lowrey profiled a dozen 
such clubs in their book “Cook- 
ing Club: Great Ideas & Delicious 
Recipes for Fabulous Get-Togeth- 
ers” ($24, Sasquatch Books). Some 
groups concentrate on exotic eats, 
while others are all-male or mov- 
ie-inspired. “Everybody had a dif- 
ferent reason for starting their 
club,” says Guillen, “But they all 
had the same thing in common: 
to get a group of people together 
of like mind who liked food.”

Forte’s mom-centric cook- 
ing club used to focus more on 
gourmet goodies, but shrinking 
budgets and recession worries 
are changing that. “We’re doing 
things like five ingredients or 
less,” she says. “It’s evolved into 
making something practical, eco- 
nomical and easy to get onto the 
table quickly.” 

As people scale back on restau- 
rant visits and grocery purchases, 
clubs such as Forte’s are becoming 
an important outlet of both the 
social and epicurean kind. “We 
still need that social connection,” 
says Debi Shawcross, a Richmond, 
Va.-based cooking-class instruc- 


tor and author who’s working 
on a cookbook for supper clubs. 
“Supper clubs during the Great 
Depression thrived because peo-

pie needed that connection with 
each other, I think that the same 
thing’s happening now.” 

Starting a club isn’t hard, as 
long as members’ goals are clear 


from the outset. “The biggest thing 
we’ve learned is that you’ve got to 
be on the same page when you 
start,” Lowrey says. “That makes 
everything else so much easier,” 
Looking to join an existing 
club? Try Cookinglight.com, 
which hosts discussion boards on 
the subject grouped by region. 
Being in a club may not make 
you the next Bobby Flay, but it 
might help you whip up a killer 
curry or some decadent brownies. 
“I’ve learned that a lot of people 
think they can’t cook, and they 
really can,” Forte says. “The club’s 
given a lot of new cooks a lot more
